“GENERAL Orprrs Ne. 21 Department of Utah,” dated 
on the 9th inst., having been approved by the Commanding 
General of the Department, are published for the informa- 
tion and government of all concerned, to wit: 

I....No wood for fuel, or timber of any description 
for building any structure or inclosure, shall be cut on the 
Public Reservation, in this valley, except by direction of 
the Commanding Officer for public purposes; with the pro- 
viso, that, the actual residents of Cedar Fert and Fairfield, 
and the Sutlers and Citizens permitted to reside at the 
Post, may cut from time to time, limited quartties of either, 
sufficient for their actual wants, but not for sale. 


writing from Fort Mohave, New Mexico, 
Aug. 6th, states that Major Armistead left 
that place on the 4th, with a command of 25 
men, for the “lagoon, 15 miles below the 
Fort; that on the next morning at about 5 
o’clock he commenced reconnoitering down 
the bank of the “lagoon,” and had not 
proceeded more than a quarter of a mile,

Here he fought 
them for three quarters of an hour, against 
oveiwielming numbers, which were increas- 
ed every moment by the arrival of fresh war-

AN ACT—To protect the timber growing'upon Lands of the United 
States, reserved for military and other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America, in Congress Assem- 
bled: That if any person or persons shall unlawfully cut, 
or aid, assist, or be employed in unlawfully cutting, or shall 
wantonly destroy, or procure to be wantonly destroyed, any 
timber standing, growing, or being upon lands of the Uni- 
ted States, which in pursuance of any law passed, or here- 
after to be passed, have been, or shall be, reserved or pur- 
chased by the United States fur military and other purposes, 
every such person or persons so offending, on conviction 
thereof before a Court having competent jurisdiction, shall 
for every such offence, pay a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, and shall be imprisoned not exceeding twelve 
months.

The 
Indians upon the extreme right were taken 
very unexpectedly by the arrival of the par- 
ty inthe rear, which Lieut. Marshall imme- 
diately charged, driving them from their po- 
sition. 

| Major Armistead, believing the Indians to 
have given up the fight, ordered the com- 
mand to fallin, and commenced the march 
back to the Fort. The command had not 
proceeded far,when the Indians again rallied, 
crossed the lagoon at the position just left in 
great number. Major Armistead, anticipa- 
ting the attack, halted the command, faced 
by the rear rank and deployed them on the 
bank of the lagoon, which was here wide 
and deep. The whole body of Indians 
came running up yelling and wheoping, and 
charged fearlessly upon the command, the 
bravest of them coming up to within ten and 
fifteen yards of the muzzles of the rifles; 
these, however, paid dearly for their temer- 
icy, the steady and well directed fire of the 
men held them in check, when after thirty 
minutes hard fighting, Maj. Armistead or- 
dered the commandto charge them, which 
was done fearlessly. The Indians raised 
and broke in every direction, perfectly dis- 
comfitted; not ayellor sound of any kind 
was to be heard from them after this; the 
victory was complete. It is supposed that 
‘fifty or sixty bave been killed. Of the com- 
mand, three men were slightly wounded.

And 
if, in this respect, the turn of Great 
Britain is to come, she will only have 
herself tothank, for the preseat .power- 
ful and proud position of Louis Napoleon 
is her work quite asmuch as that of his 
own genius. Certain we be, that of this 
great drama of the Second Empire, the 
rourth and fifth and greatest of its acts 
are yet to come.
